JEWISH MARRIAGES, 


The Daily’ News contains along account of a Jewish marriage, and com 


ments on the social observances of matrimony among the Jews. The facts set 
forth are of course familiar to Jewish readers. The article is written in a 
friendly spirit, and it is for the most part accurate in its particulars, but some 
of the impressions must have been communicated to the writer from the nsages 


of a certain clique or set, for certainly it is not the fashion among al! social 
classes for the bride and bridegroom to indulge in card playing! Indeed, in 


certain Jewish families card playing is tabeoed, and even at their partios more 
intelligent pastimes are the order of the evening. Marriages among the upper 


classes and upper middle classes (except when the contracting parties are 
members of the Berkeley Street Synagogue) are usually solemnized at the bride's 
home, in accordance with the Oriental custom, and not at synagogue ; and, 
indeed, it appears to us more becoming that the bridegroom should go to fetch 
his blushing bride from her father’s home rather than that she should co forth 
to meet him—a practice which almost secms indelicate. The home is certainly as 
sacred as the synagogue, and it is one of the many poetical beauties of 
Jewish observance that where ten devort Jewish men assemble God may be 
invoked. And to descend to lower arguments, the rushing to and from a place 
of worship is not a very pleasant procec ing, we surmise, for bride, bridegroom 
and guests. Our climate: is variable: and though Lord Palmerston. had he 
lived to this season, would not have referred to the “ fine day that occasionally 
diversifies the severity of an English summer,” yet the snows, fogs, rain, mists, 
winds and other atmospheric eccentricities do not always add charms to the 
complexion of the bride,and her surrornding bevy of fair maidens. The 
writer is also wholely mistaken in stating that mutual love is rarely an 
element in matrimonial contracts. ‘This is a mistake arising possibly ‘from 
the writer or the person who communicate! the incidents to the writer drawing 
his conclusions from personal or family experiences. Love is a strong 
element, thank Heaven, among Jews in ind tteing the selection of a bride and 
bridegroom. Nay, there are’ instances of the romantic and sad episode of 
« broken hearts” in Jewish famities—broken hearts from disappointed love. It 
is to be lamented that persons perhaps moving in a necessarily limited sphere 
of observation should characterize a race. consisting of millions of persons by 
the circumstances of the family life of aclique. The Daly Neors correspondent 
also mentions the fact that the Chief Rabbi declines to solemnize ularriages with 
a deceased wife's sister as being. contrary to the present English law—a law 
which we unhesitating characterize as grossly irreligious on this point. He 
might have added that the reverend gentleman also refuses to solemnize mar- 
riages between an uncle and a niece, though such marriages are permissible 
according to the Law of God—but the English law (and in this respect we must 
frankly add English public opinion) forbids such alliances. These marriages 
are, by the way, especially comimon in the royal house of Braganza, and it was 
a main idea of the Emperor-King Don Pedro to prevent the evils of a disputed 
succession in Portugal by contriving an alliance between his brother, Don 
Miguel, and his daughter, Donna Maria da Gloria—an alliance which did not 
take place. 

We extract the following from the interestiag article in our contemporary : 


The Jews are ardent admirers of the institution of marriage, and it frequently occurs, 
especially amongst the poorer classes, that unions are arranged between the parents on 
both sides before the futare happy couple have actual possession of their first tooth. In 
Poland, indeed in those towns more particularly in which Jews form the greater part of 
the population, it is not extraordeuary to find young men about twenty years of age the 
fathers of families. Naturally this custom has for its results a considerable amount of 
misery. Hardened by the poverty and wretchedness around him, and driven to actnal 
despair by the numerous hardships with which he has to contend, the youthful husband 
turns his back on his family, absconds, and seeks refuge genérally in England. ‘The 
runaway husband having settled down to remunerative business in this country, and being 
enamoured of an English Jewess, makes matrimonial proposals, is accepted, and he then 
proceeds to the Chief Rabbi to ask his permission to solemnise the -Marriage. But the 
Rabbi is not to be caught by the wily young Pole, an! uuknown to him he communicates 
with the Jewish ecclesiastical anthorites of the bridegroom's native town. Should he 
obtain information of an unsatisfactory character, he refuses to sanction the marriage. 
if a man can produce authentic testimonials as to his respectability, the Chief Rabbi will 


trouble himself no further, taking it for granted that the candidate for connubial bliss — 


has never been previously married. I may add that it seld»m occurs that the Jewish 
Rabi solemniseg a union of a questionable character; and bigamies amoagst Israelites 
~ "This season of the year is selected by all classes of Jews as the most anspicious period 
for marriage, inasmuch as it precedes thé great Jewish festivals by a few weeks only. The 
majority ot marriages take place just before the Feast ot Passover and the New Year res- 
pectively. Why these periods are fixed upon it would be impossible to say, but such is 
the case. Jewish marriages as a rule are net the result of actual acquaintance existing 
between the contracting parties; love isin many cases quite a secondary consideration. 
Match-making is largely indulged in ; in fact I am personally acquainted with a Jew whose 
sole profession is that of “ matrimcnial agent. He is well known in the. Tsraelitich 
World. and his clients are extremely numerous. He cultivates everybody's. friendship, 
and is a most welcome visitor in the houses of all families in which there is a goodly num- 
ber of danghters. Should he succeed in discovering a suitable bride for an eager Benedict, 
his labours are rewarded on both sides according to the worldly means of the pooble whom 
he has served. A young lady and gentlemau being matched, courtship immediately com- 
mences, and the happy man is expected to visit “his intended ” every evening till the 
auspicious event. He takes her to the theatres, and if both belong to the poorer or middle 
classes, to the music halls, public gardens, &c, ‘The Jewish “engaged young man " ig 
generally a most exemplary character; he pays his fiancee every attention, and, while he 
is most ardent in his devotion, he is extremely circumspect in his behaviour, 

on the Sabbath preceding the joyful event (Jewish marriages generally take place on 
Wednesday) the ‘amilies of the bride and bridegroom assemble at the house of the former 
tor the purpose of “sitting for joy.’ Visitors attend in lar, e numbers to drink the health 
of the happy pair and to offer them their congratulations, ‘The friends and visitors In most 
cases prolong their stay till very late in the evening, and card-playing is largely indul zed 
in, the happy man and his future wife displaying an interest in loo or whist, as the case 
may be, which is altogether astonishing, seeing how near is the long-wished-for event. 
‘The Israelite looks upon marriage as a part of his duty, and he proceeds to contract it in 
a most practical and business-like way. Very litule trembling, confusion or bashfulness 
characterises his attempt at explaining the objects of his intentions, if the match is not 
arranged. He offers himself to the lady of his heart as though he were about to conduct 
a mercantile transaction. But this “sangf 


roid” is not indicative of want of affection, for | 


it has been vroved that Jewish husbands are, taking class for class, far more affectionate | 


and faithful to theic wives than the members of any other religious denomination.

Neither the bride nor bridegroom has to answer any questions relative to their wil- 
lingness “ to take ” each other, the presence being sufficiently indicative of the fact. The 
solemnisation being completed, the wedding party adjourn to breakfast. and the festivities 
throughout the day are generally of a very liberal character. A Jewish divorce case, as I 
previously observed, is a great rarity, but separations between husbands and their wives 
are neveitheless of frequent occurrence in the Polish section of the Jewish community 
Should a woman not exhibit a capacity of well-managing the household, or display a bad 
t-mper, her husband notes on) a slip of paper a few words describing his intention of 
leaving her forever, The English Chief Rabbi will not countenance snch proceedin 
but in Poland divorces of this character areof daily occurrence. I may add that Dr. Adler 
refuses to solemnise marriages between a Jew and a lady who has entered the Jewish faith 
as a proselyte, nor will he join as man and wife any couple bearing disrepatable characters.

ASHKENAZIM AND 


An impression is prevalent, we believe, among those who have ever 
thought on the subject at all, (and we do not think their names are legion) 
that the peculiarity of prouunciation of the Spanish and Portaguese Jews 
by which they are distinguished from the German Jews, is due to the resi- 
dence of the former in the countries bordering on the Mediterranean, while 
the peculiarity of pronunciation of the German Jews is attributable to their 
residence among the nations of the Baltic. This is probably without 
foundation. ‘There is very little in the languages of the South that can 
have given their cachet to the Sephardi dialect: very little in those of the 
North that could have imprinted theirs on the “German” or Ashkenazi 
dialect, Let us examine the peculiarities. The difference of vowel pro- 
nunciation is very trifling. It is not even distinctly defined. Some vowels are 
pronounced by the Jews of Germany otherwise than by the Jews of Poland, 
and the North Germans pronounce more like the Portuguese Jews than 
the South Germans, which at first sight seems remarkable. The “ tsere” 
(vowel point) isa noticeable instance. This vowel is pronounced by Polish 
and North German Jews in the same manner as by the Portuguese Jews, 
viz : as ‘“‘a” in “race,” whereas the so-called South German pronunciation 
isas “i” in “rice.” The difference between the pronunciations of the 
consonants is very small. It mainly consists in this—that 3 and n without 
the dagesh ate pronounced by the German Jews,“ V “and‘ 8.” They 
should, by the way, be probably pronounced by them as Bh and Th. 
y, rarely pronounced at all by the German Jews is always pronounced 
by the Portuguese* who give it a nasal sound like the Spanish 
nasal 7. The.3 and nm without the dagesh receive an aspirate among 
some Jews of the Portuguese and Italian Minhagim. We believe 
that the present Chief Rabbi of the Portuguese community of London 
adopts this pronunciation, It is strange in reference to 2 that the Spaniards 
confound / and v to the present day, and that they did so in byegone days 
is evident fromjthe old Latin joke, Apud Hispanos, vivere et bibere élem est, 
Young Spain, however, makes a suitable difference in its pronunciation,

NOTES ON THE SEPHARDIM JEWS, 


The modern. Greeks use B for V, and hence our gracious Sovereign’s name — 


is spelt in Romaic or the modern tongue of Hellas Buropa ( Biktoria), 
The use of an aspirate sonnd after a letter without the sign or the aspirate 
is not confined to Hebrew. The ancient Greeks had such a sound of the 
capital letter P (Rho, the Greek R), and thus even in Knglish forms and 
derivatives we write Rhadamanthus, Rhetoric, not Radamanthus, Retoric., 
But the salient distinction between the two modes of pronunciation is 
clearly in the accentuation ; and whether the palm of accuracy as to con. 
sonant and vowel pronunciation belongs to German or to Portuguese (or as 
we believe and maintain to neither), it is clear that the Germans acknowe- 
ledge the accuracy of the Portuguese accentuation, which is evidently more 
consonant with Hebrew orthography because the Germans adopt it in the 
reading or rather the chanting of the Pentateuch, one of the most solemn 
acts of the Jewish ritual, | 

In what is called the Portuguese mode of reading, we are told that the 
“accent,” that is to say, the vocal impression or subsidence, is laid on the 
ultimate or penaltimate. This is an absurd mode of expressing the ortho-— 
graphical or phonetic rule, which is in effect this ; that long vowels are pro- 


/ noanted long, id esf the voice dwells on them; and that short vowels are 


pronounced short, that is to say the voice slurs them or passes over them 
with rapidity, A salieut instance of this occurs in the vowel, cherek, 
used with the letter yod to mark the plaral of masculine nouns, Why 
have already said that the German Jews adopt this accentuation in reading 
the Pentateuch. What better proof can be given of their acceptance of 
the propriety of this accentuation? As to either mode of pronunciation 
beiug absolutely correct, that is out of the question. Neither can possible 
be correct, |

that German Jews in writing German or other words in Hebrew type and by

THE JEWS OF ROUMANSIA, 


The Roumanian correspondent of the Daily Telegraph continues to 
excuse the conforming Moldavians for their hatred of the Jewish inhabitants, 
and yet cannot avoid recognizing the industrious, sober and moral charac- 
teristics of our brethren, Admitting as the correspondent does, the 
superior thrift, steadiness and other good qualities ot the Hebrews, he 
yet considers the Christian people of the country justified in detesting 
their Jewish fellow-subjects who, it would seem, exceed the Christians 
even in number,—if the Telegraph correspondent be accurate in his statistics 
which are not those hitherto received in Western Europe. 

We believe that the Telegraph is usually guided by the maxim of 

Renthem in favour of the greatest happiness of the greatest number, 80 
that if the correspondent’s figures were correct it would be contrary to his 
principles to regret that the larger portion of the population of Moldavia 
had the lorger share of happiness. But the inconsistency of a picturesquely 
descriptive writer is of little moment, The fact is it provokes indignation, 
hat those who by the accident of having been at one time at least in the 
majority have exclusive possession of political power, should be allowed to 
persecate their fellow-countrymen for the crime of being more moral and 
more indostrionus, and therefore more successful in commerce than them- 
sclyes. 

We extract the following from the article of the 5th inst. :— 

Jasee was formerly, and not so very many years ago, an aristocratic, feudal 
aort of cily, the entire population of which was, composed of Boyara and their 
retinues and the humble purveyors to their wants and pleasures. Now it is the 
head-quarters of the foreign Jews who have immigrated into Moldavia, and no 
more apprepriate name could be imagined for it than the New Jerusalem. Out 
of about 100,000 human beings inhabiting it at the present time, nearly 60,000 


ate Jews, and over 50,000 of these are Austrian subjects. Jews, whose garments | 


are the snpreme expression of squalor, fillthe streets, the shops, the markets, and 
public planes. They monopolise all the trades, from banker to butcher, from 
broker to baker. .You cannot take a stroll through any part of the town without 
cecing more of them than (if you be an Englishman) you have ever seen together 
oefore throughout the whole of your life. Caftaned, gabardined, hooded, bearded, 
there they are in hundreds, in thousands, wherever you go, as thoroughly masters 
of the place, and conscious of their masterdom, as though they were Prussians 
“occupying” a conqueted province. The Christian eleinent is ccmpletely sub- 
merged. Except at the garden of Madame Alessandri, where the band of the 
“nd Roumanian Hussars plays nightly, I have not seen a dozen Christians in 
Jassy, although I have driven about the town in every direction, and visited even 
its remoter. suburbs. There are two or three large urban districts, called the 


- Jewish quarters ; but, as far as I can judge, the whole. city has a pers claim 


to that appellation. During my wanderings through Jassy the thought could 
scarcely fail. to oceur to me, “If, out of our three and a half millions of 
Londoners, two millions were foreigners of objectionable habits, who had got the 
whole trade of the metropolis into their hands, I wonder how the other millions 
and a half would like it?” Wutatis mutandis, that is the MoldaVian case,; and 
one cannot help pitying the subjugated Roumans, although the fact that they 
are subjugated is clearly their own fault. They have not chosen to compete 
with the Jew, and he has beaten them all along the line, They cannot werk as 
hard as he—cannot live on bread, garlic and water—cannot endure to be huddled 
np with a dozen fellow sleepers in a room ten feet by eight—cannot do altogether 
without holidays, amusements, drams, and other expensive luxuries which the 
Jew never dreams of indulging m; and so they have by degrees been eliminated 
from every bread-earning mefier, and have seen their indomitable competitar step 
dito their shoes, which he so dexterously whipped off their feet whilst they were 
staring open-mouthed at bim and marvelling at his activity. The brains and 
volition of the Roumanian Principalities are assuredly. Jewish ; but from the 
sentimental point of view it seems pernaps a little hard that because people are 
stmpid and pliable they. should be so yery much sate upon as are the Roumanians 
in this. part of Moldavia. 

The activity, bustle, and busy hum of the Jewish quarters were something 
positively astounding. Everybody, except the uncounted children, was hard at 
some trade, craft, or occupation—most of the artisans working in the very 
streets themselves, for want of room in the crowded, reeking little houses; 
painted blue, red, or green, according to the whim of their occupants. Cobblers, 
locksmiths, tailors, coppersmiths, carpenters, money lenders, with their little 
moveable bureairx and stools, scriveners with their desks. industriously writing 
backwards, all were knocking, hammering, sewing, scribbling, chaffering, jabber- 
ing, and making the most remarkable din that can be imagined. We went into 
one or two of the houses: but I must crave perinission to pass over those 
interiors in silence. We visited the market—all the butchers in Jassy are Jews, 
whilst in Bucharest that trade is carried on exclusively by Roumans—a fine, 
well-ventilated building, wiih magnificent cellerage, but: which we were obliged 
speedily to quit on account of the flies, of which somé forty millions or so rose 
at us with one accord, and «rove us ignominiously from the premises. m0 
Any industrious Biblical student who desires to realise the personages he has so 
ofien read of should come at once to Jassy. Types of prophets and high priests 
abound at every street corner. Some of the older men are amazingly pic- 
turesque, with a wealth of beard and a richness of colour that Rembrandt would 
lave revelled in. Very few of the women, at least of those whom we saw, are 
goodlooking ; but, en recanche, the children of both sexes are extraordinarily 
comely and well built, We came across more than one “ Infant Samuel.” a 
well-executed portrait of whom would gather crowds at any Academy Exhibition. 

The Telegraph correspondent in another letter which appeared in that 
journal confirms owr impressions and partially refutes his own arguments. 
It is to be regretted that the “ correspondent ” did not discover the facts he 
now enunciates before he gave forth to the world through the widely- spread 
columns of the journal which indulges him by inserting his letters, state- 
ments which must have been injurious to a cause, the justice of which he 
now perceires and advocates. He writes thus from Galatz :— 

Here, 8 in all the larger Roumanian towns, with the exception of Bucharest 
the Jews transact all the retail trade of the city. There is but one shop of any 
real importance in.all Galatz kept by a Christian Moldavian. The export grain 
business is chiefly carried on by Greeks ; the import trade, ship-broking, ship- 
chandlery, &c., by Englishmen, Greeks, and other foreigners ; the native Mol- 
davian is, if a Boyar, a seller of natural products, or a house-owner: if a pro- 
letary, a hewer of wood and drawer of water. It would really seem as if any 


_ means of bread-earning not immediately connected with his native soil and its 
égropomic produce were invincibly repugnant to the true-bred Roumanian. . . . 


; The Jews in this country, unquestionably, have special, definite, and serious 


grievances, which cry aloud for prompt remedy: but it seems to me that the 
Roumanian peasant's life is one long grievance. 

The Telegraph correspondent then details at great length instances of 
revolting superstition of the ignorant Roumanian peasantry who seem to 
be at least as benighted as were the churls of England during the Wars of 
the Roses, Then he admits that the Jews are free from such superstitions, 
Yet for the Jews he says kind words with difficulty, and when he says 
kind words of them he tinges them with harsh inferences, 


Whilst the Roumanian Jew—I do not speak of the Polish or Russian Israe- 
lite immigrant, who is too frequently as ignorant and superstitious as the Chris- 
tian native of the soil—eagerly avails himself of the discoveries and resources 
of medical science, the Wallachian or Moldayian utterly and obstinately rejects 
ther. In other respects, the contrast between the races 1s as striking as in that 
relating to sanitary conditions. The Roumanian will not mend a window, tile a 
roof, nor make a pair of breeches. All these trades, and a legion of others of the 
plainer, more merely mechanical order, are exercised by the Jew and the German. 
The Rouman works hard, from childhood to the tomb; his sole pleasures or 
amusements are the hora, or the raki-flask ; his theatre, lecture-room, picture 
gallery, museum, and club is the roadside krizma, kept by the Jew who is his 
confidant, adviser, news-purveyor, agent, tradesman, money-lender, matchmaker, 
and, in a word, sole manager of his affairs and arbiter of his fate.

A RUSSIAN LIQUOR LAW. 

Unmoved by and totally regardless of the storm of indignation raised 
against the notorious Roumanian Liquor Law, the operation of which 
threatened to be of dire consequences to several thousand poor Jews, and 
the most injurious clause of which was abandoned only through the strong 
representations of the various consular agents, the autocratic Russian 
Government, according to the Al’gemeine Zeitung des Judenthums, has 
promulgated a decree, which, if carried into effect, will most seriously affect 
the welfare of large numbers of Jewish families in Western Russia; in 
fact, it will deprive them of the means of earning their daily bread. Nor 
is it possible to foresee how the harsh decree, the nature of which will be 
touched upon hereafter, can be prevented from being carried ont to the 
letter. The intervention which was so successful in Roumania could not 
take place in Russia. There isa vast difference between the two coun- 
tries. Whilst the little Principality is almost at the mercy of and. owes 
its continued existence to the great Powers, Russia.is on the other hand one 
of the most powerful of European states, and would brook no interference 
with its internal affairs, The Russian Government is certainly one that 
blows hot and cold by turns. It is only a few months ago since we 
announced that a ukase had been issued granting to Jews who entered the 
army the same opportunities and means of promotion as those within the 
reach of military men not of the Jewish race, All distinctions and pre- 
ferences were to be abolished, and a Jewish private was to have it in his 
power even to carry a marshal’s baton in his knapsack, And now another 
law is passed as it were to neutralize this concession, by laying others low 
in return for those who would probably be raised on high. The Allye- 
meine Zeitung embodies these views in a well written article, Our con- 
temporary, after referring to the satisfaction caused by the military law, 
says that ‘‘that is but a small comfort for the distress which will be felt 
by several Jewish families in a short time to come, A new exceptional 
law has been decreed which will totally deprive them of their daily bread ; 
we say totally, because the means whereby the Jews assembled in the 
towns of the Western provinces are enabled te gain their living are so few, 
that when one means of subsistence is closed against them, another is not 
easily to be found. The law referred to decrees that no Jew except in the 
provinces, and there only, in his own house, and with Jewish assistants, 
will be allowed to retail spirituous liquors from the 1st of danuary, 1875 ; 
and further that Jewish workmen and assistants will only te permitted to 
obtain employment amongst Jews. ‘This cruel decree, as we have already 
remarked, will result in depriving large numbers of Jewish families of 
their daily bread, without their being able to obtain other means of gaining 
a livelihood, since every district where a crust of bread can be earned is 
already .overstocked, especially with those trades, which in the Polish 
towns are almost entirely in the hands of Jews,” The article concludes 
with an earnest appeal to the Russian Government to withdraw the harsh 
ukase, an appeal in which we heartily join. ae:

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THE JEWS OF TURKEY 
Tnx disinterested and influential championship of the Jews of Tarkey by 
the Levant Herald claims the grateful recognition of their coreligionists 
throughout the world. Such recognition is especially due from our brethren 


in this country who have not only an interest as Jews in the happiness of 


their brethren-in-faith, but.also as Englishmen in promoting peace amoung 
the various denominations of the Ottoman Empire, That empire is in a 


peculiar position as regards the races and creeds of its inhabitants, In 
most countries in which there is a state religion not only do the professors 
of that religion form the dominant section, but the other religious sections 
are—so to speak—no where, For instance, notwithstanding the struggles of 
the Catholics in Protestant England and Protestant Prussia they are power- 
Jess as compared with the Protestants. In Russia where the Greek Church 
is dominant, it is all-absorbing. Even in France where there is constis 
tutionally no state religion, yet the position of Roman Catholicism 
throws other sects in the shade, But in the Ottoman Empire, though the 
faith of Islam is the dominant religion, yet the professors of other creeds 
have a certain influence, not the less powerful because unrecognized. The 
fact is traceable to the existence of foreign diplomatic intrigue and to the 
dread of foreign interference which has more than once taken a religious 
“ difference ” as a pretext. The motley races of the Turkish Empire are 
what the Scots called kings in general, “unco kittle cattle to shoe behind.” 
If the Greek or as it is called the Orthodox Church were oppressed, the 
Sublime Porte might have cause to remember that the Greek form of 
Catholicism is professed by the millions of that great and encroaching 
empire which from its southern frontier frowns on Turkey and from its 
western frontier grimly surveys Christian Europe. If the Roman Catholic 
Church were unjustly. treated, France and Austria might have their grounds 
for an intervention of a most unpleasant description, The Jews as we once 
before noticed are not befriendrd by any foreign nationality in which their 
own creed anc race are dominant. They must mainly rely, materially 
speaking, on the generous protection of the Ottoman Porte and the sense 
of equitable justice which pervades it. ‘The Sublime Porte is resolved to 


protect its Jewish subjects ; and in this respect it is in advance of its-sub- 


jects in general. ‘The Mussalmans and Christians of Turkey would 
willingly oppress, maltreat and injure the Jews. This is the only point 
on which they agree; though it must be admitted that they would full foul 
of each other with equal facility and cordiality, What a remarkable con- 
trast does the Ottoman Government present in this respect to the so-called 
enlightened government of tributary Roumania! In that country, as 
the by-no-means Judceophilist correspondent of the Daily Telegraph 
adniits, the government is not powerful enough to enforce justice and 
moderation towards the Jews. That government, now emancipated 
from the Turkish yoke, admits to its confidant, the correspondent of 
the - Telegraph, that neither it nor «ny government could hold its 
ground or prevent insurrection and bloodshed if it established its Jewish 
subjects on a footing of political equality—let us even say of political 
protection. As in Ronmania so in Turkey the Jews still suffer 
from the bigotry of the intolerant Christian inhabitants. This 
is one of the many truths which are specially unpalatable, and which, 
moreover, are not remarkably caiculated to impress the Jewish world with 
a sense of Christian gentlencss and moderation. Ligotry and fana- 
ticism- which in this country take the milder form of foul-mouthed 
open-air rantings and equally foul and false attacks in Conversionist 
journals agesinst the Jews are exaggerated in Turkey into violent 
uction, In this country we have a few cases of abduction of ignorant 
foreigners and innocent children by the bigots, but otherwise they rarely 
proceed to open violence. In Constantinople, hewever, the Greek-Church 
populace proceed to other overt acts. ‘l he ancient prejudice against the 
Jews finds an exeuse in an alleged belief in a monstrous, wicked and 


scandalous lie—the charge that the Jews destroy haman life fur the Pas-_ 


chal service! We ssy alleged belief; for we can‘scarcely admit that even 
the most frenzied fanatic of Galata or the Phanar puts any faith in this 
diabolical and atrocious accusation. Yet we should not indulge too freely in 
invective on this subject when we remember that scarcely forty years ago 
an English writer, under the initials “T. J.C.” gave credence to an 
opinion as to the feasibility of such an unnatural practice; and a great 
journal, a powerful and enlightened organ of opinion, guve space jn its 
culumns for tha dissemination of such utterances! We had hoped that 
the influence of the pulpit, the spread of education, the and intimate 
intercourse of various nations, the experience of the gentle character of 
the Jew and his strong aversion to bloodshed, would have removed from 
the popular mind every trace of the hideous calumny involved in the accu- 


- gation to which we allude. Yet the incident at Constantinople to which 


we called attention some time back, and which still occupies attention, and 
the incident at Smyrna referred to in another column, are startling proofs 

Our readers are doubtless familiar with one sad history. A poor 
little boy, son of parents belonging to the Greek Church, was missing. 
His body was thrown on shore near a suburb of Constantinople, 
where numerons Jews reside. The body was submitted to the 
examination of doctors, of the Mussulman and the Greek-Catholic 
religions, and bore 1n itself satisfactory evidence that death had occurred by 
drowning—the poor little fellow had no doubt failen by accident into the 
treacherous water. But the Greeks of the quarter madly rushed to deeds 
of violence and. acts of trenzied bigotry against the Jews. Much mischief 
was done, and had it not been for the prompt and energetic iterventicn 
of the pulice of the Turkish Government, a general massacre of the Jewish 
inhabitants and a pillage of their houses might have resulted.

Jews. The prompt measures taken by the Constantinople police prevented 
the spread ot the evil, and repressed the outrages; but great mischicf was 
done, and evil feelings difficult to allay were evoked. 


The Levant Herald, an excellent journal published at Constantinople, 


and occasionally very ill-used by the Government of Turkey, has manfaliy ~ 


and rationally battled for the Jews. It has clearly shown urgent 
necessity of action on the part of the Greek-Catholic priesthood, who hold 
great intluence over their benighted flocks, Our contemporary says that 
the priests should lose no opportunity of impressing on the congregatious 
to whom they preach the falseness of the charge, and the impossibility of 
such a crime among the Jews, They shonld denounce those who act on the 
belief, and even those who toster it, as bad Christians, as persons untrue to 
the faith which they profess and to the precepts which it inculeates, 
Thus, and thus only, cau the mischief be averted, and the false impressions 
eradicated, 

The (Ecumenical “ orthodox” Patriarch recently issued a pastoral (ts 
which we called attention at the time,) in which he impressively urged 
the propriety of fra‘ernal harmony among the various relizious communi- 
lies of the Ottoman Empire. At the same time appeared a powerfal 
address from the Universal Israelitish Alliance to the same effect. Uy 
fortunately the appeals of the venerable Primate and of the-homane Asso 
ciation have not borne fruit in this instance. Lut it is possible that they 
do not reach the multitude—a non-reading multitude, The ears of the 
rabble would, however, be reached from the pulpit, for the Greek Christians 
are a chureh-going people. To the priests we must look for the removal 
of the peril to which our brethren are from time to time exposed. The 
priests can help to defend the Jews from outrages whieh are a disgrice to 
Christendom, and to strengthen the hands of the Ottoman Government 
in its efforts to temper justice with mercy, 


A DIAMOND WEDDING, 

_ One of those rare events—a diamond wedding, the GOth 
anniversary of a marriage day—occurred last week at Hamburg. Although 
the happy couple belong to the humbler classes, the event was treated almost 
as one of public importance and Jews and Christians vied with each other 
in‘ doing honour to the aged pair; in fact a large portion of the 
population of Hamburg took part in the rejoicings. The street in which Herr 
Heilbut (the “diamond bridegroom ”’) resides was, under the direction of 2 
Festival Committee, tastefully decorated with flags and garlands arranged 
in such profusion as to give the street the appearance of one immense 
triumphal arcade. On the evening prior to the festive day, the Heilbnts 
were serenaded by two choral societies. During the night the decorators 
were hard at work at giving the finishing touches in the street. At five 
o’clock in the morning of the day a reveillé was sounded, and an hour 
or so afterwards the “ bridegroom,’ conducted by the Festival Com- 
mittee and preceded by a band of music playing Weber's Jubilee March, 
repaired to the synagogue in the neighbourhood, where a special service 
was held, Herr Heilbut’s seat in the synagogue being gaily decorated, ©, 
issuing from the synagogue he received an ovation from a great crowd which 
had assembled, who with bare heads greeted him with deafeniog cheers. A 
similar reception aywaited him along the route to his residence. The 
Municipal Council prohibited all vehicular traftic through the Elbstrasse 
during the whole day in order not to disturb the festivities and a 
number of policemen were specially told off to keep the groand. The 
morning was spent in receiving congratulatory visits, addresses and presents 
from numerous bodies, including the Municipality. Herr Peterson, the 
Chief Burgomaster of Hamburg and the Head Director of Police, 
paid congratulatory visits during the day. Among the many presents 
1eceived by the Heilbuts was.a handsomely bound Hebrew prayer book with 
a large diamond set in the cover, presented by the Empress of Germany, 
the gift being accompanied by a very complimentary autograph letter from 
her Imperial Majesty. In the evening the Elbstrasse was splendidly 
illuminated both by gas and oil devices. Herr end Madame Heilbut drove 


through the densely crowded street and were most enthusiastically cheered 


by the populace,

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SKETCHES OF ANGLO-JEWISH HISTORY. 


XLI.

RODRIGUEZ LOPEZ, 


The sincere love we bear for a dear friend or relative, the deep devo- 
tion we feel for the faith in which we have been born and in the traditions 
of which we have been nurtured, do not prevent us from acknowledging the 
faults of the one or from observing the blemishes that may have crept into 
the forms of the other. Without going so far as to admit the justice of 
Mr. I, D’Isracli’s strictures on the authorities of the Bevis Marks Syna- 
gogue, we find much in his remarks on the religious condition of that 
community that should have been received with far greater attention and 
_ consideration than were vouchsafed to his words. 

We admit it with considerable pain. The mode of worship as 

conducted in Jewish synagogues in the early part of the nineteenth century 
did not satisfy either the minds or the hearts of many sincere and con- 
scientious Jews, Now that the flaws which in those days had accidentally 
appeared in the mode of Jewish worship have been almost completely swept 
away, we may speak freely. Aged living witnesses confirm verbally what 
men now dead had written, Thoughtful and earnest Jews keenly felt the 
abuses that shocked their sense of religious decorum, and vainly endeavoured 
to remedy the crying evils that throve almost unchecked before. their eyes. 
In 1812 Mr. J. King, a member of the Portuguese congregation, addressed 
‘several communications to the wardens of that community, wherein he 
repeatedly stated that his absence from synagogue for many years was 
because “it was not a place of devotion, and prayers could be better said in 
the closet.” He observed “with grief and astonishment how little the 
synagogue was attended, how indecent was the conduct of those that did 
attend, and haw extremely uneducated and disorderly were the charity 
boys.” He offered to contribute to the better instruction of these children, 
so that they should no longer distress people's ears by discordant noises. 
He complained that the house of prayer was converted into an exchange or 
mart for the discussion of news or carrying out of commercial transactions. 
He strongly recommended reform in these respects and concladed by placing 
his purse and his person at the service of the congregation, His allega- 
tions unfortunately only confirm pictures drawn by higher hands, and as to 
the truth of which we can entertain no reasonable doubt. Mr. King’s pro- 
posals were coldly received ; they were deferred consideration until he wrote 
again and again urging the Mahamad to make some alterations to avoid a 
schism. Eventually, King’s services not being accepted and his advice not 
being followed, he returned to his retirement from his own community. 
Nevertheless King lived and died a zealous Jew. Belonging to a middle 
class family in his congregation, Rey, for such was bis original name, was 
agreeable enough to win the affections of an Lrish Catholic lady of rank and 
fortune, whom he married. King, who had anglicized his pseudonym, 
being thus possessed of a wealthy and influential wife, might, had he consen- 
ted to embrace Christianity, have aspired to some high post. But he 
strenuously resisted his wife’s solicitations and the temptations to which he 
was exposed. He did not deviate from the old faith. ©n the contrary 
he proved himself most attached to its tenets. He was deaf to the pleas 
of conjugal love and to the calls of ambition ; and he even edited and pub- 
lished at his own expense David Levi’s Dissertation on the Proplitts, He 
died in 1824 bequeathing a small legacy to the synagogue. 

Among the defections of note from Judaism, occurring during the first 
quarter of the century, in addition to that of Isaac D’ Israeli, we will men- 
tion those of the families of Ximenes Rodriguez Lopes, and Uzzielli, Moses 
Ximenes was an ambitious and rich man, indifferent in religions matters, 
eager for worldly honours. In 1802 he had been elected to office in the 
synagogue, which he declined to accept. Having been fined for non- 
attendance, according to custom, he desired.to withdraw from the commu- 
nity, deputing his friend, Mr, Uzzielli, to pay what was due to the syna- 
gogue. Uzzielli adopted Christianity, and became the founder of the 
family of that name, sevoval members of whom have since become well- 
known financiers. Moses, otherwise Captain, Ximenes did not leave his 
- community in real or affected anger like some other neophytes. 
contrary, he embraced his new faith while expressing the most friendly 
‘feelings towards the professors of the old faith; and in his parting com- 
mupication, he thas wrote to the Mahamad of the Portuguese Synagogue : 
“I shall always be ready to cheerfully contribute to any of those charities 
that do so much honour to your heads and hearts, and in which no body of 
people are so praiseworthy as yourself.’ We have here at least the not 
common spectacle of an apostate, who does not revile and vilify his former 
coreligionisis or their institations. Ximenes was knighted; and Sir 
Maurice Ximenes became High Sheriff and magistrate of his county and 
died apparently a prosperous man. | 

Mordecai Rodriguez Lopez was descended from an ancient Sephardi 
stock, whore name we have met already, who flourished in the world of 
finance, and who realized fortunes in foreign trade. Mordecai Rodrignez 


Lopez dwelt in Clapham and had wedded Rebecea, daughter of Menasseh | 


Pereira of Jamaica, by whom he had a son, Menasseh Lopez, who was _ 


born in that island in 1755. The elder Lopez, after a residence in the 
West Indies, returned to England an opulent man. He conformed strietly 
to the rites of Judaism for many years, and served the usual 
synagogue offices. Towards the end of the 18th century his attendance 
and that of his son to the house of prayer, slackened ; rumours as to his 
orthodoxy arose, and a letter to the following effect, dated 11th July 
1802, did not cause much surprise to the Mahamad, to whom it was 
addressed: “A recent circumstance in regard to my future situation, 
which will very soon appear, makes it incompatible to my remaining any 
longer a yahid or member of the congregation, and I have desired wy 
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friend, Mr. Moses Lindo, Junr., to apprise you of my intention and to yay 


my account with the synagogue.” In_coneluding his communication, 
Mordecai Rodriguez Lopez, like Moses Ximenes, expressed the best wishes 
for the welfare of his late brethren, and, moreover, he stated that he had 
instructed Moses Lindo’ Junr., to present the synagogue with £150 for 


Lopez was evidently his conversion and thet of his son to the recognised 
religion of the state. The change in the theological opinions of Mordecai 
and Menasseh Lopez happened by a singular coincidence to manifest itself 
at the time of a general election, and the fact was immediately followed by 
the return of Menasseh as member for New Romney. Menasseh Lopez 
was created a baronet in 1805, with remainder to his nephew, Ralph 
Franco. In the next election, Sir Menasseh secured aseat for Barnstaple, 
for which borongh he was again re-elected in 1818. Curious to say, we 
find that an attorney, named Dance, who had insulted Sir Menasseh Lopez, 
incorrectly described as ‘a Jew baronet,” was condemned to twelve 
months imprisonment, and to be struck off the rolls. On the 18th March, 
1819, the “ Jew baronet” was found guilty at the Exeter Assize of having 
bribed the electors of the borough of Grampound to secure his election, 
and sentence was deferred. On the 13th November he was again prose- 
cuted for a similar offence, and convicted, and he received sentence in the 
Court of Queen’s Bench. He was condemned for the first offence to be 
imprisoned for twenty-one months in Exeter Jail and to pay to the king a 
fine of £10,000, and for the second infraction of the law, which had been 
committed in Devonshire, he was sentenced to a further confinement of 
three months and another fine of £2,000. Notwithstanding these ‘untoward 
circumstances, Sir Menasseh Massey Lopez was once more returned to 
Parliament, and this time he was chosen as a fit representative .for the 
immaculate borough of Westbury. In 1826 he resigned to make room for 
Sir Robert Peel, who had been ejected from the Protestant University of 
Oxford, on account of kis public conduct on the question of Catholic » 
emancipation. Slr Menassch married the daughter of Mr. John Yeates of 
Monmouth, and his only child, Esther, died in 1819, when twenty-four 
years old. Sir Menasseh Massey Lopez, Bart., died at an advanced age 
in 1831, at Maristow ‘House. He was then fulfilling the functions of 
Recorder of Westbury, in addition to being a magistrate for two counties. 
He was succeeded by his nephew, Ralph Franco, who became Sir Ralph 
Lopes, Bart., the last letter in the name being softened intoS. The landed 
and personal property bequeathed by the late baronet was estimated at 
upwards of £800,000. 

It may be observed that not one of those gentlemen who so easily 
renounced their old creed had been a frequent or regular attendant at 
synagogue. Nobody suddenly becomes very wicked, says the old Latin 
adage. Few men:who are zealous and sincere followers of one religion 
readily embrace. another religion, without even going through the form of 
an enquiry. The Jews who abandoned Judaism in the early part of this 
century, had long been lax in their observances. Indifference to torm leaids 
to indifference to principle, and convenience points to a change which can 
do no worldly harm, and may conduce to a great many very material 
advantages,

THE TITLE OF REVEREND. 


A curious discussion has sprung up round the most dignified of titles 

the shortand pert prefix “ Rev.” The daughter of a Wesleyan minister 3 
was lately buried in Owston Ferry Churchyard and her father wished to have 
it recited on her tombstene that she was the child of “the Rev. H. Keet 

Wesleyan Minister.” But the Vicar of the parish declined to admit the 
stone unless the words “ Rey.” and “ Wesleyan Minister” were left out 

Dr. Wordsworth, the High Church Bishop of Lincoln, then came upon the 
scene. He was appealed to by the Wesleyan Minister, and he confirmed the 
Vicar’s decision, which the Archbishop of Canterbury had in the meantime 
pronounced unwise, Dr. Wordsworth refuses to call any one reverend who 
is not a clergyman of an episcopal charch and ordained by the imposition of 
hards, A correspondence ensues in the newspapers and it is shown that 
the title reverend is of modern invention, that parish priests used to be 
called “ Sir” and sometimes “ Master.” In“ Master” we come back to 
our own Jewish customs, for Rabbiis ‘‘iny Master,’ ‘and in the specific 
sense of a master who teaches, not a master who owns, That is to say it 
is magister, not dominus, and is connected with rab, “great,” as magister is 
with mag-nus, Our preachers and readers, for we have no priests, are 
accordingly known as reverend, probably not of their choice but through 
the officious zeal of friends. It is however only within this generation that 
the time-honoured name of Rabbi has given place to the pretentioas 
monosyllable Rev. If the Bishop had an exclusive right to confer the title 
we would willingly give it up to him, But it tarns out not to be his 
mouepoly. 
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THE TEPHILLIN, 

A VACATION SERMON FOR BOYS, 
BY THE REV. MORRIS JOSEPH, 


He must be a brave man, it will be said, who attempts to preach to 
school-boys in the very midst of the vacation; and he must be even more 
conceited than he is brave if he thinks that his sermon will gain hearers, 
Well, I am not gifted with any special degree of courage, nor am I more 
egotistical than most preachers ; but I have great faith in the bravery of 
boys who don’t mind hearing the truth, though it should take the form of 
a prosy address written at a time when the whispers of the waving corn 
and the murmurs of the sea are far more enticing and eloquent than any 
Jesson that the cleverest writer can teach, “charm he never so wisely.” 
Moreover, I believe firmly —not in myself, but in my subject —and am vain 
enough to think that if I can just manage to catch the ear or the eye of 
my young audience for a moment, the importance and beauty of my theme 
will secure me many an attentive listener. “ All work and no play”’ is 
bad, so says the old saw. But all play and no work is worse, and if such 
a system does not “ make Jack a dull boy,” it will certainly make him an 
ignorant and, therefore, a bad boy.” So, my young friends, !ay down your 
bats and your oars for a few minutes, and listen to this little holiday 
sermon. 

You have left school and studies behind you, with all the other un- 
pleasant experiences that must be gained in the close town, and now youare 


enjoying the delights of the country—drinking in the life giving breeze that _ 


flows straight from the wide ocean, or wandering in the fields which are 
clad with the beauty and are rich with the bounty of nature. You have 
left your books—your Euclid and Virgil, your histories and grammars— 
at home. But there are two books which, I trust, you have not forgotten 
to take with yon—I mean your Prayer Book and your Bible. You have 
shut up all thoughts of lessons in your school-lockers, but surely you have 
not dismissed from your minds “ntil you return all thoughts about your 
religion—about those lessons of faith and duty which you have learnt 
from the lips of teacher or preacher. For, though Latin verse or geo- 
metrical problems will not suffer very much by the vacation they share with 
you, religion cannot wait. Your minds can, and should lie, tallow, your 
hearts never can. “If you forsake me one day,” says the Law to us, 
according to the adage of the wise men “I will forsake you two days,” 
There is nothing so dangerous as laying aside a religions daty—as neglect. 
ing to perform this ceremony or that for a little while, with the intention 
of going back to it when some given time is over. For that “ little while” 
helps greatly to weaken the influence that the ceremony exercises upon us, 
and we shall find it very difficult indeed, if we find it practicable, to begin 
again our observance of it. | 

When I speak of ceremonies you understand well what I mean. I[ 
allude to such practices as wearing Tzifzith, keeping Sabbath, praying. 
Yes, prayer is a cerémony, and, taking it as an instance, you will see what 
lam aiming at. So long as you continue to say regalarly your morning- 
prayer, you will not find it hard to continue the custom... But if you 
neglect either wilfully or unintentionally for any time to say it during the 
vacation, it will not be easy for you to begin anew yonur daily devotions 
when you return home. The chances of- our resuming a habit which we 
have discontinued become fewer the longer the interval may be during 
which we have left it off. | 

Judaism depends much upon ceremonies. They are the beautiful 
casket which holds the still more lovely gems—the precious truths which 
are the glories of our holy faith. You will understand, then, that the 
observances of our religion owe their chief value to the lessons they teach. 
_ They are, so to speak, signs everywhere meeting our gaze, which remind us 
of some important fact or doctrine which it is necessary we should always 
recollect. To value those signs for what they suggest and to do what they 
suggest is natural and right. But to give them all our attention and res- 
pect, and to be heedless of the lessons they teach, is foolish and wrong, it 
is like grasping the shadow and losing the substance. When some of you 
want to remember to do something—to be present at acricket match, or to 
buy arare postage stamp for your album—what do you do to make sure you 
will not forget? Perhaps youtie a knot in your handkerchief, or you take off 
your ring and place it on another finger—that is supposing you have been 
fortunate enough to have received a ring among your Parmitzvoh presents, 
If you are reminded of what you wish to do, well and good. But if you 
think that you have done all that is necessary when you ave changed the 
ring or tied the knot as fast as possible, and that now you may safely go 
to bed and think no more about the whole affair, I fear the probability of 
the cricket match being graced with your presence, or of your collection 
being enriched by the addition of the coveted postage stamp is very slight 
indeed, Well, then, to carry out a religious observance without thinking 
of what it means—of the beautiful lessons it isintended to convey—is to be 
guilty of precisely the same folly. 1t is tying the knot and forgetting the 
cricket match ! 

I want more especially now to say a few words about one particular 


ceremony—one which concerns you very much, because you took its per- | 


formance upon yourselves as a prominent part of the duty of your Bar- 
mitevah day—I mean the ceremony of the Tephillin. | as 
- [have already pointed out how dangerous it is to neglect a religious 
uty, One great reason why people are prone to such neglect is because 
they do not understand the meaning of their religious observances. If we 
really knew and thought about the beautiful truths that, so to speak, are 
Wrapped up in our ceremonies, not alone should we not pass them, over or 
orm them, as we too often do, listlessly and carelessly, but we shoold 


glad of the opportunity of earrying out practices that are so touching | 


and so fully deserving of our deepest respect. When, then, I ask you not 
_ t0 neglect such a ceremony as that of the Tephillin, itis but right that J | 


should try and explain to you briefly what that ceremony signifies. Other- 


| Wise you will be committing a mistake almost as grave as that of neglect- 


ing its eC WBE HE of fastening the knot of the Tephillin upon your 
ms and binding them like a ring about your fingers, without dwelling upon 
the thoughts which those acts should suggest to you. 

We bind the Tephillin upon our hands and head, as you know, in 
obedience to the command “ And thou shalt bind them for a sign upon thy 
hands, and they shall be as frontlets between thine eyes” (Deut. vi. 8), 
The word “sign” evidently shows that we have not, by any means, com- 
pleted our duty when we have simply fastened those thongs of leather upon 
different parts of our body. Such an act is but the beginning of our duty 
—the literal fulfilment of the precept. We shall not have fally carried 
out the command until we have made the Tephillin a sign, and, penetrating 
from the letter to the spirit made them a sign or an emblem of some usefnl 
truths. What then are those truths? You shall discover them for your- 
selves. Upon the tiny scrolls of parchment which are enclosed in the 
black cubes of the Toephillin are written certain passages from the 
Pentateuch (Exodus xiii. 1-10 and 11-16; Dent. vi. 4-9 and xi. 13-21) 
which teach us some of God’s commands. We place those cubes upon our 
head, we bind them on our arms and hands, we lay them directly opposite 
our hearts! What can such acts mean? You will answer, and rightly 
too, that they mean that figuratively as well as literally the precepts of 
Heaven should be found in our hands, in the ready obedienee we yield to 
Heaven’s behests—that a desire to lead good and noble lives, such as God 
loves to look upon, should nerve the strength of our arm, kindle the noblest 
thoughts of our brain and quicken the glowing aspirations of our heart, 
The observance teaches, indeed, that all our faculties—those of body, of 
mind and of heart—feeling, thought and action—should be consecrated to 
the Almighty’s service and that they must never be used for any purpose 
which would degrade them and make them unfit for the holy aims they are 
intended to achieve. As the sage said ‘“* He who observes the rite of the 
Tephillin must have a pure and holy body” (Talmud Treat. Sabbath 49), 

' Boys, what a useful lesson you can learn from the Tephillin. God has 

blessed you with strength—use that strength for good purposes, Exercise 

and develop it in the cricket field, but employ it also in shielding your weak 

comrades from the coward. whose very cowardice makes him the tyrant he 

is. Protect the. afflicted from the gibes of the thonghtless, and do 

not deny the support you can give to the tottering footsteps and 

the feeble frames of the aged. Use your strength thus; bnt do not 

abuse it by joining those who employ their powers to injure others or, by 

over-taxing, those power to injure themselves, Let your thoughts, too, be 
worthy of Him who gave you your intellect. Our religion has laid upon 

us commands, by obeying which, we may be happy. ‘“* We are to live by 

them,” not to make them a source of terror and misery to ourselves.  Itis 
right, then, that you should think at times of recreation and amusement— 
that you should ponder upon books that entertain you or make you smile, 
But let the thoughts which please you be pure and free from taint of sin, 
Let them not be such which, if they were spoken publicly, would make you 
' blush. And when the holidays are over and school-time comes round araia 
use well your powers of mind so that you may gain knowledge for its own 


feliows, and confer honour upon you and lustre upon the Jewish name you 
bear. 

And, as with your strength of body and of brain, so let it be with your 
heart. Cultivate all its worthy desires ; stamp out pitilessly allits i¢nobie 
longings. 
which, once possessed, can give you something more than passing pleasure. 
This is the whole secret of the tenth commandment. *f Thou shalt not 
covet’’ is addressed only to those who long for that which is forbidden, or 
that which they would take unworthy steps to acqnire and so be wretched 
as soon xs their desire is gratified. ; 

All this and much more comprise the sermon which. is preached by th 
Tephillim . 
it to you. So, boys, do not neglect your Tephillin; do not give thew 
a holiday though you are enjoying one yourselves. Use them regularly, 
but use them well, impressed with the spirit of the observance which, 
although it is old, Time has robbed of none of its beauty. Thereis no 
harm inits being old, so long as you du not think and make it old- 
fashioned. In the T'ephillin you possess an amulet of wondrous power one not 
a charm which can scare away the “' evileye,” but which can save you from 
eyeing evil, a much more potent source of misfortane. Use your Tephilli 
in the morning before you bathe in the sea or you go to take your country 
walk ; and though they cannot guard you against the insidious current or a 
sudden storm, they will certainly help to save you from the more perilous 
quicksands of life, and shelter you from the tempest of adversity which too 
often assails the traveller during his jonrney upon earth. 

An aged rabbi was once asked by his disciples by what means he had 
merited to live so many years. He replied, “] have never given way to 
anger nor claimed to rank before my superiors. I never | slept in school, 
nor rejoiced at the misfortunes of my fellows, nor called them by a nick- 
name, and I have never forgotten to use my Tephil/in” 

Boys, take to heart all these suggestive words. Especially do not forget 
to use your Zephillin. For, rightly understood, they can help to bring you 
honour and happiness, the two great prizes of life. And thus, in the words 
of the wisest of men, ‘‘ They shall be an ornament of grace unto thy head, 


and as chains about thy neck.”

But it is probable that with those who have the 
disposal of these dignities, the birth of Mortara will always be a disquali- 
fication, and that those who deprived Mortara frem an early age of all the 
delights of home will also deprive him of @ career, 

Turning to another dark space upon the Jewish char!, we observe that 
at length the correspondent in Roumania of the Daily Telegraph has begun 
to see with his own eyes and to hear with his own ears; and the consequence 
is that he completely bears out the pictures of the state of things in that 
country which we have, after cautious inquiry, admitted to our columns, 
It is a remarkably complete answer to those who advised the committees, 
the pamphleteers, the journalists of the western world, to let ill alone ii 
Roumania, that we should find a writer who began with so strong an offi- 
cial bias as did the contributor of the Roumanian letters to the Telegraph 
reporting facts like those published in his recent communications. The 
Bucharest government requested Mr, Vivian, our consul and the colleague 
of Mr. Perxorro, to travel as Mr, Petxorto had done, in the country dis- 


‘tricts and to observe the condition of the Jews for himself. The request 


in itself implies a deference to English opinions which.shews us that it 
cannot do harm to make known to the English public the unwarrantable 
oppression practised in the Danubian Principalities upon our coreligionists, 
On the contrary we are glad to see the shame of Roumania made notorious 
by the paper which declares itself to have the largest circulation in the 
world. With Mr. Vivian went the correspondent of the Telegraph. At 
Bucharest the Ministers of Prince Cuartes had courteously assured him 
that there was little indeed for the Jews to complain of, and that if, in fact, 
they were less respected than they could wish, it was because they were less 
respectable than they could be wished to be. The correspondent’s first letters 
accordingly wére written in rose-water and hid the grievances of our 
brethren behind the fragrant tobacco clonds of the Bucharest Cremorne. 
Gradually however his tone has become more serious. Roumania is the 
result of the Union, effected in spite of the Great Powers, between Mol- 
davia and Wallachia. It is in Moldavia and in the strip of Russian Bess- 
arabia incorporated with it, that the fury of envy has been empowered to 
rage against the Jews. As the correspondent went north into Moldavia 


he found the very opposite of what he had been told in Bucharest by the 


ministers, the very opposite of the theoretical state of facts laid down at 
Brussels by the delegates who held a brief*for that small and selfish Jewish 
faction in the Wallachian capital which seems almost ready to cui adrift from 
the rest of its brethren and to purchase rank by abandoning the majority 
of its coreligionists, At Bakau and Roman he was “ agreeably surprised 
to find that the members of the Jewieh deputation were well dressed, well 
spoken persons all speaking German fluently.” It is true on the 
other hand that he describes the “ travelling Israelites” as a ‘‘ sorry sight,” 
as immigrants freshly arrived and who have not yet made their fortunes 
by the “ talent for business, restless activity, and extraordinary sobriety,’’ 
which he elsewhere attributes to them would vaturally be. But the 
correspondent’s descriptions of the Roumanian peasant picture not a 
whit less dirty or more savoury individuals than the double-ringletted, 
cloven-bearded, zaberdined pedlars who supply the peasant cultivator with 
cheap manufactured goods and take the risk of lending him at interest tiny 
amounts of necessary capital. 

And what did the correspondent learn from bis interviews with the 
people he has described? He learnt that while the Jews form the com- 
mercial backbone of the country; while every man in it would have to go 
without his favourite luxury end the materials tor his most lucrative oecu- 


pation if the Jewish trader were not ready to supply them at the cheapest 


rate ; while the Jews form an important proportion of the population, and 
in some places are in an actual majority, they are practically excluded 
from political rights, and, as a direct consequence, are robbed with impu- 
nity. Barccn Zixeter had retired from the Roumanian army with the 
rank of Sergeant. He was a Jew. An Israelite, if he is a Sergeant, has 


| the right to vote at municipal elections ; and the mayor of his village put 


ZixaiEr on the register. But the Prefect of Roman, one Canra by name 
immediately sent for the mayor, and after soundly rating that fanctionary 
rescinded his decision and expunged ZinaLEn’s name. Here is a good 
instance of administrative oppression, In this case the unfair Roumanian 
law for once is fair, The iniquity is the iniquity of an officer appointed by 
the executive. The executive is the Catargi-Borescu Cabinet; and Sis 


Cabinet, of which we have all heard so much, does nothing. One vote at 


a municipal election is not very important, but the fact that a Jew can by 


no means ensure a vote is very important indeed. Everybody who has a 
dispute with a Jew knows he can act with impunity. The Jewish 


} School Committee of Roman had to pay 1,500 ducats for dilapidations 


to a house which it had agreed to purchase «for 800  ducats.

bee returned. We recoil froma more extensive repetition of the details 
youched for by a correspondent who set out (as we ourselves complained) 
with a strong prejudice against the Roumanian Jews, 

We do not otten have to thank the Daily Telegraph, nor are we usually 
inclined to quote it with approbation, But we are glad to see that its 
conductors have appreciated the interest and the importance of this subject. 
All that is wanted in the correspondent is that he should continue faithfully 
to record his impressions. The greatness of truth is that it will prevail, 
The strength of the Jewish character is that it does not despair, The 
steady oppression culminating from time to time in atrovious acts of 
dramatic ferocity, which is the lot of the Roumanian Jews, must in time 
give way before better influences, Those who want better influences to 
operate must make the evils they w ill have to cope with known, 


The last of our present misfortunes which we shall notice is the revival 

of the false and terrible blood accusations in another part of the Turkish 
- Empire, with the unwonted circumstance that they have found some 
credence among a Mahommedan population. The principal English paper 
of Asia Minor has spoken out boldly on this subject, and we trust that the 
Tuorkish and Arabic journals which have now some circulation there will 
not forget their duty. Enough has been said to cause us all some 
serious reflection even at this time of holiday-making. Among our 
oppressed brethren in the East there are men whose intellect is as cultivated 
by study of the subtleties of the Talmud as the swift understanding of the 
Master of the Rolls has been by the perusal of cases in Chancery. There 
are men whose feelings are as acute as those of the favourite theme of 
nodern biography, Mendelssohn; whose attachment to their ancient race 
is a8 strong as'the Premier's.

PAUPERIZATION VERSUS MORAL ELEVATION OF THE 
POOR, 


Tne communal world is passing into a salubrious sign of the moral Zodiac. 
Those wnembers of the community who love it best and who best understand 
what is best for it have long desired to elevate the masses from a degrading 
pauperism to which they were reduced by the mistaken and misapplied 
benevolence of their so-called and would-be friends and by the consequent 
apathy and helplessness into which they were plunged, The stream of 
Charity was at @ne time allowed to flow so abundantly and so carelessly 
that it overflowed its banks as any stream will do, however limpid and fer- 
tilizing, however pure its source, if it be not guided in a proper channel. 
‘The duty of Charity was at one time grievously misunderstood, ‘“ Give any- 
how ” was the sole maxim of the science of Charity. The result was that the 
unworthy were too often relieved, the worthy too often neglected, and the 
masses too often demoralized. It was at one time considered the 
duty of a man who had a sovereign in his pocket to give it 
to the man who hadn’t—regardless of the circumstances under which the 
one might have earned that sovereign by dint of labour and skill, or the 
other might have lacked that sovereign by dint of vice, improvidence 
and idleness. Some doubtless well-meaning but most troublesome and 
‘injudicious persons ( comprising, we regret to say, some so-called 
clergymen) consider it is a duty to apply to their “ well-to-do” acquaint- 
ances for assistance for persons whom they believe on their ipse 


dizit to be poor, but without carefal application of those principles of 


wise beneficence which alone give value to benevolence. Far be it from 
us to check the flow of charity, or to say one unkind word of the truly 
poor. Heaven forbid ! 

~The fulfilment of that duty, the desire to fulfil it, are attributes which 
bring man near to that Divine Image in which he is formed :—but then the 
Charity we refer to ie true elevating Benevolence—real Philanthropy—the 
result of the desire to benefit humanity, not to please oneself, The 
improvement of our kind, the advancement of the moral interests of our 
own and succeeding generations, are tasks to be achieved by every man, 


woman or child who feels the responsibilities of moral existence. To accom- 


plish this, wan must remember that he has not only a heart but a mind—not 
only feeling, but intelligence. And heis really the most kind-hearted man 
_ who, instead of idly giving of his superfluities to the premier venu—or instead 
of asking some one else to give of that some one’s supposed superfluities— 


takes timeto consider the ways and wants of the poor, to discriminate between |

to aid the applicant in the wisest and best manner. This is true Philan- 
thropy. We protest against that unwise policy which has so long pan- 
perized our poor, and fostered ha | 

irresponsibility among men who, though poor, have minds to be cultivated , 


souls to be saved, faculties to be employed, duties to fulfil, and high places 
to be gained in the spliere of the world’s work. 


Let us refer to some instances. For too many years there hag been in 
this metropolis what we unhesitatingly describe as indiscriminate relief 
by means of gratuitous distribution of Passover biscuits. No doubt several 
good, kind and wise gentlemen generously devoted a portion of their time 
to superintend this relief. But how could discrimination be exercised ? 
Surely notin the manner in which we have seen the distribution effected. The 
ceremony of distribution was an orgie and one not very creditable to our 
community. The kind word of a minister or other synagogue official (and 
it is rare that from their lips kind words for the supposed poor are wanting) 
oz the depreciating word from such lips—sometimes also nof wanting— 
were held sufficient passports for favour or disfavour, The fact that 
a person had been relieved once was an incontestable guarantee of the 
propriety of repeated relief, The investigation of cases was not conducted 
in a methodical, complete or rational manner, The result is obvious. 
Thousands of pounds were distributed to persons who were not worthy to 
receive them or not ina positiontoneedthem, Sir Antrnony Rotuscartp, 
President of the Conncil of the United Synagogue, ealled the attention of 
that body to the subject as. we have already mentioned. The Overseers’ 
Committee investigated the matter and the first result was a positive con- 
demnation of the system. It was properly agreed that no change should take 
place as regarded the ensuing disiribution; for, after it had been condacted 
for s) many years on pauperizing principles, there were persons who, though 
not having exactly a vested interest in it, yet reckoned on this mode of 


indirect result has been the establishment of an association of a self- helpful 
character for the supply of Motsas. The industrious and provident’ poor 
found new volunteer recruits. Persons who could or perhaps would no 
longer depeud on public charity made arrengements for purchasing Motsas 
from the year’s savings, 

This association was, we believe, initiated by the efforts of 
the Rev. S. Keryzer of the Great Synagogue. It promises to be a 
snecess. It is supported entirely by the working classes—we mean 
the artisan classes—because on the part of the hard-workers who labour 
by the brain, we always object to the term working classes being mono- 
polized by the classes who work by the hand. Mr. Natrnaniet pe Rorus- 
cnitp, M.P. has accepted the office of Treasurer—for as he is a work- 
ing man himself and belongs to a hard-working family he naturelly 
sympathizes with the labours of those who strive to help themselves by 
provident application of their earnings for necessary purposes and who 
steer clear of the shoals of dependence on charitable aid on which so 
many generations haye hitherto foundered. 


Now let us give another instance. Some time ago the Char‘table 
ing the medical charities of the metropolis, such as hospitals and dispen- 
saries, And when this committee published its report, great astonishment 
and perhaps great horror prevailed among certain well-intentioned persona, 
when it appeared on undoubted statistics, that even the hospitals and 
dispensaries of this benevolent metropolis were occasionally abused, It had 
long been an opinion that the hospitals offered an immaculate altar for the 
disposal of charitable relief—that abuse of such institutions was impossible 
because assuredly no one was ‘ijl from choice.” No doubt no one is ill 
from choice and no doubt the hospitals offer an admirable asylum for the 
sick; but it is possible and unfortunately it is true that persons occa- 
sionally avail themselves of their generous bounty who cannot plead poverty, 
or who at least cannot plead the necessity of application for eleemosynary 
aid. ‘The Jewish Board of Guardians, wisely and under judicious direction, 
availed itself of this discovery and took measures to put its medical relief 
on a new system, | 

As regards the relief extended gratuitously in Hospitals and 
Dispensaries, there is scarcely room to doubt that many persons apply 
for such relief and receive it, who could pay for medical and 
surgical relief if they chose to do so, And even if the payment 
for such relief involve a struggle, why should not the straggle be made? 
Assuredly it would be better to know that one had done one’s best to pay 
honestly for the skill, kindness and medicaments accordel than to receive 
these as if one were helpless and utterly unable to obtain them otherwise 
than as a charitable gift. There are at the doors of dispensaries and 


received. The natural result is, alas too often, that the unobtrusive 


‘and more deserving and needful poor do not obtain gratuitously or even at 


bits of improvidence, dependence and | 
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a reduced price the medicaments, the care, the nourishment, the skill they 
need. They sicken, they suffer, they die—often untended because unknown. 
Others who are more obtrusive and impudent usurp the privileges which 
chonld be theirs—an!}, for thi-, doabtless, the so-called philanthropic are 
often to be blamed, 

The Jewish Board of Guardians, at the instance of Dr. Asurn and 
other practical members, considered carefally the question of gratuitous 
medical relief, and perecived that large sums were uselessly and improperly 
expended, Chiming in with the desire of the Charity Organisation Com- 
mittee that gratuitous medical relief should be carefully restricted to 
absolutely necessitous cases, they abolished the ancient and abused 
system of grataitous dispensary relief. One resnit is the establishment 


of a dispensary, initiated by the medical officer of the Board of, 


Guardians, in which the artisan class of Jews can obtain the aid, the advice, 
and the medicines they require, by paying for them—at a low rate it is true, 


bot at least without appealing like beggars for the assistance of the bene-~ 


volent. This is admirable. 

We believe, indeed, that the hospitals offer opportunities for 
remedy and eare which the homes of the poor cannot offer—the 
free wholesome ventilation, the nourishing food, the careful nursing, 
the medical skill, the methodical arrangements of a hospital cannot be 
obtained in the homes of the poor, We thiok it excellent that the poor of 
the working classes should avail themselves of these advantages. But they 
should, in sending their sick to the hospitals, do their best to defray the 
cost of the admirable accommodation afforded to them. Of course they can- 
not pay for it adequately. No one can, A millionaire with all the fortunes 
of the Roruscnity family combined could not pay. for the patient end 
vigilant attention, the skill and experience of the humane doctors and 
norses of the hospitals. But each would offer his quota: and surely even 
the lamb withoat blemish or the two turtle doves offered in the days of 
old on the Altar of Gop would not be a more acceptable offering, a more 
sublime sacrifice, than would be the humble mite of the poor worker, 
offered for the sake of a sick child or parent, a sick husband or wife, on 
the altar of that pure Temple of Atwiauty Gop, the Hospital where His 
children are tended; their sufferings soothed, their sorrows assuaged, their 
passage to health assisted, their passage to the grave blessedly relieved of 
the worst part of the bitterness of death. 

Lastly, we must refer to the pauperization of our poor by free educa- 
tion, This is a great, a serious mistake. If education is to be free, let it be 
free as in the United States of America where there are public schools open 
to and frequented by all classes of society and supported by a rate levied on 
all classes. This arrangement isintelligible. Itis also intelligible that the 
philanthropic members of the haman community should contribute to the 
maintenance and improvement of schools by their contributions, and to the 
furtherance of education by founding scholarships, exhibitions and prizes. But 
we protest against the offering of gratuitous education to all who may choose 
to avail themselves of it, without discrimination or investigation as to their 
being in a position to need it, For under such an arrangement tkose who 
regard the highest interests of the coming generation pay for the education 
of the children of people caring nothing for those interests, people who 
while they avail themselves of the generosity of the benevolent, appro- 


- priate to personal recreation and selfish pleasure the amount they thus 


save from the expense incombent on them of educating their young ones, 
Assure‘ily in a state in which free education is not a national and yeneral 
condition it should not be granted except where the parents are proved by 
careful investigation to be so poor that they cannot undertake the mani- 
fest duty of paying for the instruction of their children. To educate 


gratuitously the children of those who can wellafford to pay for their education 


is a mistake, almost a crime. For it encourages that sense of irresponsibility, 
dependance and abject acceptauce of pauperism which it is the duty of all 
who care for the community to which they belong to discourage forcibly, 
with every effort and every influence at their command.

PREMATURE INTERMENTS, 
“ Death borders upon our birth, and our cradle stands in the grave.’—BIsHorp HALL, 
Mr. Epitor,—To the majority cf your readers who are probably now 
enjoying the pleasures of a promenade on Brighton Pier to the accompani- 
ment of the lively strains of “ La Fille de Madame Angot,” or who are revel - 
ling in the mingled delights of Ramsgate Sands, or who are refreshing them- 
selves amid the gayeties of the German Spa, the above maxim will not at first 
sight create » sensation of undisguised satisfaction. Away with the 
croaker, they will say, let us eat, drink and be merry. The sea breezes, 
the bright sun, the green fields and summer holidays will have made them 
forget by how frail a tenure they now luxuriate in so many varied sources 
of gratification. Perhaps they will think with Charles Lamb that in a 
genial August noon, beneath a sweltering sky, death is almost problematic . 
Perhaps they will throw down this journal and not proceed beyond the fiest 


few lines of this communication. Happy are they who perceive only the 


favourable aspect of affairs, who take no heed of the morrow and who 
never allow themselves to dwell on aught unpleasant. Unfortunately, 


though we lose sight of our own perishable nature, though we forget 
death, death does not forget us. The mysterious angel hovers around us, 
above us, ready to strike us, or what we hold dearest at any moment, and 
frequently without warping. | 
“The weariest-and most loathed worldly life, 

That age, ache, penury and imprisonment 

Can lay on nature, is a paradise 

To what we fear of death.” ; 

So Shakespeare tells us and so we are tanght to believe from our 
tenderest infancy, The Jews are a proverbially humane and warm hearted 
race, devotedly attached to their families and their friends, manifesting and 
feeling the deepest sorrow, when those they love and esteem are snatched 
from them; yet by a singular inconsistency no sooner are the remains of the 
lamented object cold, than in obedience to an ancieni Eastern custom, 
measures are taken for their hasty removal out of sight, and for their prompt 
consignment to the cold earth. Has the reader ever speculated on the 
dreadful possibility of finding himself, on awaking from a lethargic sleep, 
caged in a confined narrow prison, without food; without air, with no room 
to move, no possibility to shriek for help! Has be ever thought on the 
agony of a hopeless stroggle for mere breath in that fearful wooden box, a 
struggle that can only end one way, and entailing a fate in comparison to 
which the fate of Count Ugolino must have been a mild doom! Yet so it 
may happen to him, so it may happen. to any of us, to our nearest and 
dearest so long as the present system of hasty burials remains in force. It 
is useless to allege thet such an event may not take place once in a hundred 
cases, or in a thonsand cases or in ten thousand cases, The danger still 
exists; and it behoves those gentlemen who are at the head of our affairs 
to adopt measnres, to render such melancholy occurrences. beyond the range 
ofhaman possibility. How often we wou'd give all we possess to be able ‘to 
restore to life a beloved individual, and yet we hurriedly dispatch away the 
remains of the familiar furm, even before being assured that the vital spark 
has fied for ever! . | | 

-. Nothing is more uncertain than death: nothing is at times wore 
uncertain than its reality. Numerous instances are recorded of persons 


prematurely buried, or actually at the verge of the graye, before their 


condition was discovered, or who were resuscitated by the knife of the. 
anatomist. You have given.us, Sir, some powerful and stirring articles on 


Premature [nterments, which I would have imagined could not have failed 


Lo impress the commmnity, It is lamentable to think of how many lives 
may have been sacrificed in our Community to the obstinate adherence to an 
old custom, suited to other climes! As a race we are slow to move and 
abuses must be exposed ad nauseam before we may. expect to see any 
energetic efforts made to remove them, It is not easy to refine fine gold 
and my feeble pen cannot hope to increase the force of the arguments $0 
eloquently set forth by yourself on various occasions, But this literally 


vital question cannot rest where it now stands, The subject of Cremation 
versus Interment is beginning to occupy public attention and the best mode 
-of disposal ot the departed must be fully discussed by Jew and Christian. 


I shall venture to-day to allege some facts and to adduce some instances 
of a return to life after supposed death which bear out your statements to 
the letter. I do so in the hope more or less remote that some influential 
members of the community may in their moments of relaxation read, mark 
and inwardly digest what [ humbly lay before them, with the view of seriously 
endeavouring to remedy the evil pointed out, whenever the Councils that 
rule over Jewish affairs shall assemble. : 

As you have already observed, it is not easy to discriminate between 
those cases where life is really extinct, and those where the exercise of the 
vital power is only suspended. eek 

Bruhier, a well known French surgeon, relates that within his own 
experience no fewer than 180 persons stlll alive were treated as dead. Of 
these 53 revived spontaneously after being placed in their coffins 4 were 
killed by the operator’s knife and 52 were buried alive. These instences it 
must be added have been observed more frequently in France than in 
England, seeing that in the former country the dead are more hastily placed 
out of sight than in our own island, Different physical tests have been 
proposed for doubtful cases, such as incisions, burns, blisters: and of these 
it may be said that they are all of little or no value, for there are so many 
examples of disease affecting the nervous system, in which these applications 
cause no sensations to the sufferer, that they will still be less likely to 
produee any effect on the sensorium in a body nearly destitute of life. The 
influence possessed by galyanism | le production of muscular contraction 
in the living body, has led to its adoption as a test of death; and with 
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certain limitations it is one of considerable value, for though the muscles 
_ retain their contractibility for some time after absolute death, yet if the death 
be real, they soon lose it and become insensible to the stimulus. On the 
other hand if the least spark of life remain the contractility will also be 
present and on the application of the galvanic fluid it will be evidenced by 
contraction. 

Spain, barbarous uncivilized Spain, might teach us a lesson in respect 
of the sanctity of human life. In that country where as in the East the 
heat of the climate requires the prompt separation of the dead from the 
living, most cities of importance contain a mortuary house in the public 
cemetery. Some hours after apparent dissolution, all bodies are carried 
to chorch for the performance of religious rites and then the coffins are 
deposited on one of the marble tables with which the mortaary is provided 
To each body is attached an electrical apparatus, which on the slightest 
movement rings loudly a bell immediatel¥ summoning a keeper in attend- 
ance. At the expiration of forty-eight hours from the time of the demise, 
a physician appointed for the purpose visits the mortuary. His nose rather 
than his eyes enables him to pron: unece whether all hope of a retarn to life 
is extinct; and in the affirmative case he orders at once the removal of the 
corpse to its last resting place. Why should not the Jews follow asimilar 

lan ? 
4 It is intended for hot countries and the Jews preserve many habits ond 
customs which originated in Palestine simply because it is a hot country. 
There is nothing in this plan so far as [am able to judge, contrary to 
public hygiene, or repugnant to the feelings of the most orthodox Jews, 
On the contrary the early separation between the dead and the liviog, 
cannot but be conducive to the public health, especially in poor and densely 
crowded neighbourhoods. I desire heartily that some more powerful voice 
than mine may be raised to induce our magnates to seriously consider this 
question. A trombone may make impression on ears impervious to the 
sounds of a penny whistle. , 

I will not attempt to harrow the feelings of the reader by repeating a 
series of ghastly stories. Every dissecting room of a large hospital whether 
in England or abroad has its traditions of cases ef bodies brought in for 
dissection and giving signs of life. Louis, the celebrated French writer on 
medical jurisprudence, relates several instances of this nature, and he 
dwells especially on acase that fillet him with horror. That was when a 
“ snbject” supposed to have died in the hospital, was brought to the dis- 
secting room, During the night moans were heard from the theatre, and 
ou the morrow Louis fund that the “subject”? had revived during the 
night and had actually died in the struggles to disengage himself from his 
winding sheet! ‘To avoid occupying too much of your valuable space, I 
will limit myself to narrating two cases which have happened’ in this 
country; but the number of examples might be indefinitely extended, 

The lovely George Anne Bellamy, the fascinating actress who was the 
contemporary of Mrs, Cibber, Mrs. Clive and Mrs. Pritchard, and whose 
sapphire eyes lured on credulous men to the verge of destruction, relates ia 
her Memoirs the following occurrence, Miss Bellamy was residing in 
Ireland with her mother Lady Walter, when one morning she was informed 
by her maid that Dr, Walker, their friend and physician had died on the 
previous day and was on the point of interment, Miss Bellamy and her 
mother protested against this hasty burial fer they had misgivings on 
the subject. Unfortunately, both ladies being indisposed, they were unable 
to proceed to Dr. Walker’s house, and Mrs. Walker had been induced by 
her friends to remove from the place. Lady Walter sent immediate instruc- 
tions to delay the interment and if too late the body was to be at once 
exhumed. The common people of Ireland have wo greater treat than a 
wake, The maid gathered many followers before she reached her destina- 
tion, especially as she made no secret of her errand. ‘The body bad been 


already interred lest the disorder of which the doctor had died and which 


was thought epidemic should preve contagious. The people who aceom- 
panied the maid determined to spend the night in the favourite amusement, 
and as the sexton could not be found that evening, the crowd clambered 
over the gate of the cemetery and deliberately placed themselves around 
the freshly opened grave. During the night it was said that groans issued 
- from the tomb, and the morning was anxiously waited for by the expectant 
watchers. Daylight appeared and with it came the sexton whose scruples 
were overcome. On opening the coffin the body was found totally deprived 
of life, but it was observed that the unhappy doctor had endeavoured to 
burst thecerements and to leave the dreaded mansion in which he had 
been confined, He had actually turned upon his side, and his arms had 


bled afresh from the place where the lancet had been applied. The coffin. 


was carried to the house of the sexton, where maltitudes excited by curiosity 
flocked from all parts to see the ghastly exhibition. 


The last instance of supposed death [ shall adduce oceurred in London. 


about ten years ago, and was communicated to me by one who was 
able to aver to the perfect truth of the event. A gentleman of good family, 
who followed the surgical profession, after a brief illness died as it was 
thought, Three eminent practitioners testified to what they deemed 
absolute extinction of life. Three days after the period of apparent death, 
a young lady of Jewish origin who was an intimate friend of the family and 
who seems to have felt great frieadship for the deceased, desired to behold 
his face once more. She stole into the silent chamber, and scanned the 
pale familiar features with eager interest. She believed she saw a move- 
ment in one of the eyelids. With admirable presence of mind, the lady 
turned the body on its left side, seized a penknife and opened one of the 
veins inthe left arm, She breathed into the cold lips of the inanimate 


body until she had the satisfaction of witnessing signs of returning life. — 


The presumed dead man sat up in bed, and the family were esgerly and 
joyfully summoned to witness a restoration to life so unexpected. It may 
be alleged that few persons would have the advantage of snch quickness 
and presence of mind, True; but a hyrried iytefinent as still practised 


among the Jewish community, would un uestionably have consigned 
the gentleman spoken of to the fate of the Irish doctor, In conclusion, 
to satisfy the curiosity of those who like a little romance, I will add that 
the patient is still alive and that he and the lady eventually were married 


—the gentleman to another lady, and the lady to another gontleman.—I am

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OUR SMYRNA LETTER. 


[FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDEST. | 


SMYRNA, AUGUST &TH, i874. 

It seems as if that senseless calumny of the Jews requiring Christian 
blood in order to celebrate their Easter holidays would never be eradicated 
from the ideas of the ignorant ; and the latest spark, which is apparently 
extinguished, only requires a flimsy pretext to rekindle in the minds of the 
unlettered more fury than ever. This time the acensation presents its -If 
under an entirely new feature, for the supposed victim instead of being a 
Greek child is a Turkish one, and the tide of saperstition has flowed over, 
as it were, from the Greek rabble to the Mussulman. These are the facts 
just as they happened: Onthe 11th July past, a Turkish girl living at Mag- 
nesia, and aged about seven years, disappeared from the paternal abode, and 
two days after was found dead at about one mile’s distance from the town. 
The local authorities immediately appointed an investigation of the case, 
and the person chosen was a certain person, who declared that the 
child had been cruelly tortured, and its blood drawn out. Notwithstanding 
the absurdity of this declaration, nothing serious would have transpired had 
not some Greeks maliciously suggested that the Jews alone could have been 
the authors of such a bloody deed, and that they deserved exemplary retri- 
bution. Upon this the public excitement knew no bounds, and 300 Jewish 
families were obliged to take refuge in their quarters expecting every 
moment to see their houses burnt, their property pillaged, and their lives 
endangered, 

The telegraph promptly apprised the Smyrna authorit es of what was 
going on, and a strong detachment of soldiers was instantly despatched by 
rail to rescne the Jews, This timely belp restored peace, but did not put 
an end to the excitement ; and had it not been for the energy of the govern- 
ment in yuelling the disorderand punishing the most notorious of the rioters, 
matters would have no doubt taken a much more serious turn. 

Due justice must be rendered to our Governor-General for the kindness 
with which he received the deputation headed by Mr. Alexander Sidi, President 
of the Local Branch of the Alliancel sraelite, and the promptitude with which 
he sent thesnecour which they solicited. Hainda Pacha is really a high- 
minded magistrate and one of the few conscientious people placed in authority 
in this country. It is hightime that enlightened governments should take 
measures to root out this infamous superstition which will always be an 
obstruction to progress, civilization, and public tranqiillity, Liudeed, such 
words as were held in this case to excite the multitude: ‘‘ Christian blood 
is not tasty enough for the dainty Jews who relish better the savoury blood 
of the Turks,” denote the grossest ignorance of the Mosaic institutions, 
which most severely proscribe the use of any blood for food, andin no 


country, perhaps, do the Jews cling more to their old institutions than in 


this one. | 
Another incident occurred at aratach, a suburban village of Smyrna, 

A Maltese woman purposely concealed her child in a trunk, and then spread 

the report that it had been carried away by the Jews, and that probably 


at the moment she was deploring its loss it was suffering the most 


inhuman tortures. Great excitement ensued, and the Jews had already 
begun to be ill-treated when the garrison of the locality interfered and put 
a stop to the riot. The Maltese woman being a British subject, an inqrest 
was immediately held by the Consul, Mr. R. W. Cumberbatch, and it 
proved that she was of unsound mind, 

On Wednesday last our community, out of respect to the memory of its 
benefactor the late Baron Anselm de Rothschild, held public prayers in the 
chief synagogue and an appropriate sermon was preached by the Grand 
Rabbi. Dr. Scherzer, the worthy Austrian Consul-General, officially 
attended, and had his flag hoisted all the while half mast high. 

The Chief Rabbi of Smyrna has sent a Hebrew letter of condolence 
to Baron Albert de Rothschild, son of the late Baron, expressing sympathy 
with him and his family in tneir severe loss. The letter is an excellent 
specimen of pure Hebrew composition, and is couched in that peculiar 
stvle so common to Oriental documents. M, Alexander Sidi, the eminent 
President of the Local Committee of the Alliance Israelite Universelle, 


has alsoforwarded an address of condolence to Baron Albert on behalf of 


the Jewish community. The address, efter expressing the profound 
grief with whioh the news of the death of Baron Anselm de Rothschild 
was received by the community, says that Baron Albert may be assured 
that the memory of his benevolent father, whom the Most High in His 
inscrutable ways has summoned to Himself, will with difficulty be effaced 
from the minds of the community, which he incessantly by tho most power- 
ful means loaded with his favours. | )

THE JEWS AND GREEKS OF TURKEY: 


The Levant Herald has a leading article, from which we extract the 
following :— 

In the Phare du Bosphore is an article on the subject of our own recent 
remarks respecting the preservation in the Eastern Church of the barbarous 
tradition which attributes to the Israelities the nse of human blood in their 
passover bread. The Phare endeavours by various shifts, more adroit than 
frank, to show animus on our part. This does not matter, for we took the ques- 
tion up on broad humanitarian grounds only, and with no other object in view 
than the general good. The Phare assures us that the efforts of the hierarchy 
to instil sound doctrine into the masses are defeated by a few apostate Jews who 
sell pins and tape, and who so warp the minds of the female population, and 
through them those of the rising generation, that belief in the cannibalism of 
the Jews becomes confirmed from a very early age in the minds of the children 
who grow up in that idea. This is a curious revelation. The Jews are the great 
sufferers by the superstition, and it is the Jews who perpetuate it, notwithstand- 
ing all the efforts of the Church. So be it. We cannot dispute the authority of 
the Phare upon this point. - But the disclosure argues greater {moral weakness 
in the Church than we could have imagined. For if two or three recreant Jews 
who {sell tape and pins can outweight the influence of the Church, thea we ven- 
ture to think, that that influence must be abnormally low. And we should still 
be inclined to attribute the want of vitality in this influence to the inefficiency 
of the instruments employed to maintain it. Were the rural clergy intellectnally 
and morally cultivated up to the point requisite to enable them to hold due - 
sway over the minds of their flocks ; then,—even admitting the existence of 
three pin-selling Jews to every priest, which is probably much in excess of the 
actual average, we believe that the pure and earnest teachings of the one 
minister of the Gospel would have power to neutralize the falsehoods of the 


- three renegade vendors of haberdashery. 


On a later date the Levant Herald adds. 


The renegade Israelitish pinsellers, whom the Phare du Bosphore discovered 
on Friday to be the great foil to. the influence of the Greek Church among the 
lower orders of its members, seem now to be quite thrown over-board by that 
journal.” In a leading article published by our contemporary, yesterday, on 
Jewish cannibalism, no trace is to be found of those itinerant apostles of super— 
tition who gave backbone to his article of Friday, and awakened so keen an 
interest in the minds of his readers. In drooping these renegade pedlars the 
Phare takes the salt out of his prose which thus becomes as flat as the play of 
Hamlet with the part of Hamlet owitted.

The dragoman of the Ministry of Pojice writes to the Courrier d’ Orient a 


letter dated Ist August, of which the first paragraph seems to relate tothis 


journal. He says that a Pera print (une feuille de Pera) wishes to insinuate that 
the Minister of Police acted with partiality in the teskeré he sent to the Grand 
Rabbi.

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THE PALESTINE JEWS, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CIIRONICLE, | 


Sirn,—I have perused with much interest the able letters containing 
many usefol and practical suggestions which have just appeared in your 
journal under the signature of “CC.” In the present stage no earthly 
benefit could arise by sending a commission to the Holy Land, but it is 
absolutely necessary, before gigantic plans are discussed in London’; that 
accurate statistical information should be procured and methodically 
arranged concerning the state of the Jews in the Holy Land, and for 
this purpose tabular forms should be sent to each city in Syria where 
there are any residents of the Hebrew faith to be officially filled up with 
the following information: 1. Number of Jewish inhabitants and families. 
2, Specify whether males or females. 3. Ages of each person, their 
property and occupation. 4. Number of synagogues, colleges and charitable 
institutions, 5, Schools and institutions in each city, specifying whether 
for males or females, and the number of scholars who attend, and whether 
there is a sufficient number of schools in all the cities. Sir Moses has for 
upwards of thirty years advocated the encouragement of agriculture amongst 
the Jews of Palestine, Light years ago, immediately after his retarn from 
visiting the Holy Land, did he most eloquently recommend a purchase of 
Jand for sixty Jewish families in Safed as strongly advised by the Austrian 
Consul in 1866. 

The experiment might at once be commenced there for that number 
with no very considerable outlay including the transmission thither of the 
necessary implements, seed and cattle. The houses they absolutely require 
should be built for them as shelter from heat and rain. . | 

As it is no‘secret that two individuals have promised to contribute one 
the sum of £1,000 and another a sum of £500 towards well digested plans 
calculared to remove existing evils and to promote the well-being of the 
Jews in the Holy Land, surely there would be no difficulty whatever at the 
present moment to meke a general collection under the auspices of Sir 
Moses Montefiore, and others, so as to constitute a fund for the 
encouragement of agricultural and other pursuits as may best suit the 
various districts. 

Although my opinion on the subject of the success of agricalture in 
the Holy Land may not be favourable, yet after all it is only an isolated 
one, most likely, and I would only too cheerfully contribute towards the 
promotion of any kind of experiments for the employment of labour both in 
the Holy Land and also in England. The Jews everywhere are industrious 
and frugal and only want employment in their respective occupations, and 
scope for their industry to show their expertness and ingenuity. They are 
always trustworthy workmen. The opinion is altogether erroneous that 
they are idle, IThope that whatever scheme is decided on will produce 
unity of action amongst the British Jews, as isolated efforts cannot accom- 
plish any great result or produce permanent improvement in the condition 
of the Palestine Jews. 

The first step ought to be at once to secure at least 50,000 acres of 
land in situations best calculated for agriculture. The money for this 
could easily be raised in shares of £25 each the holder to be entitled to a 
pro rata allotment of the land as mapped out, Neither a lawyer, doctor or 
banker should be sent out to the Holy Land to report on agriculture, but a 
practical man who has made it his study from infancy and has a thorough 
knowledge of the subject.—Yours obediently, - H. GvueEDALLA.
